Popiſhly affe&ed, wil! mintain the Proteſtanc 
Religion - tharby the helps of men Our-layw- 
ed, and of deſperate fortunes, will maintaine 
the Lawes of the Land, ' And, with fugitives 
from Parliament, and Trayrtors, and Delin- 
quents to the Parliament, will preſerve the 
Priviledges thereof, an atrempr ſo deſperare, 
and fo tran{cendently wicked, That the Lords 
and Commons doe unanimouſly pnblifh and 
declare, Thar all they who haye advifed, con- 
rived, abgtred, or countenanced, or hereafter 
ſhall aber and countenance the ſaid Proclama- 
tion, to'be Ttaitors;.and enemiesto God, .the 
King, and Kingdom, and'to:be guilty of the 
higheſt degree of Treaſon that can be commit- 
ted againſt the Kingand Kingdome, And that 
they will, by the affiftance of Almighty, God, 
and' of all' honeft Engliſh Prorweftanrs, and 
lovers-oftheir Countrey, doe their beft endea- 
vours (even to.the utmoſt hazard of their. Lives 
and Forrungs) to bring. all ſich _unparallell'd 
Trairors. to a ſpeedy and exemplary puniſh- 


And' whereas the Lords:and ' Commons in. 
Parliamenr' did formetly chooſe rhe'Earle of 
Eſſex ta he Capraine Generall of ſuch\Forces 
as'are; or thall be, raiſed'for the mainrehance-- 
and'prefervarion wa tte Proteſtant Reli-

Land, the Peace of the Kingdome, the Liberty 
and Property of the. Subject, and the Rights, 
and _Prtviledges of Parliament. 

The. :ſaid Lords and Common; doe now 
Declare, Thar they will maintaine and aſſiſt 
him, and adhere unto him the ſaid Earle with 
their lives,andeſtates, in the ſame Caule, as.in 
Conſcience and Duty to G O D,; the King 
and their Country they are bound to do.. _ | 

And laſtly, The Lords and Commons doe 
further Declare, That, notwithſtanding thoſe 
wicked -Councellors which, enclinedihis Ma- 
jcſtie ro make warre againſt: our-,brethren, of 
Scotland, and by Prayers and. Proclamations 
read in Churches, to-pronounce them Rebels 
_ and -Traitors : That with-held his |Majeſtie 
from ſetting forth any Proclamation againſt 

thoſe bloody Rebells in 1reland till Fanuary 
laſt,alchough the Rebellion brake forth the 2 3. 
of 0cober before, and notwithſtanding the 
importunity of both Houſes of Parliament, 
that a Declaration might iſſue ro thar pur- - 
poſe, have now adviſed and prevailed with 
His Majeſtie by this Proclamation, to invite 
His Subjecs ro deſtroy his Parliament, and 
good people, by. a civill Warre, and by that 
 meanes to bring ruine, confuſton, and perpe-

tuall ſlavery upon the ſurviving part of athen 
wretched Kingdome : Yetthe Lords and Com- | 
mons to witneſſe their conſtant, and unſhaken | 4 
loyaltie and affection to his Majeſtie, doe ſo- 4 
lemnly declare, That if his Majeſtie ſhall . | 
immediatly disbandall his Forces, and be plea- .4 
ſed to abandon thoſe wicked Councellors, and | 
leave them to condigne puniſhment, and re- 
turne and hearken to the wholeſome advice of 
his great Councell, they will really endeavour 
to make both his Majeſtie, and his poſteritic as 
great,rich,and potent,as much beloved at home, 
and feared abroad, as any Prince that ever 
ſwayed this Scepter, which is their firme and
